For power used in houses 
for domestic purposes other than lighting, the charge will be 3/2 
cents per kilowatt hour instead of 8 cents which was formerly | 
charged.

Mr, Marshall visited Ottawa to lay 
before the railway commission a case 
for the improvement of shipping con- 
ditions for live stock, which will in- 
sure the more rapid and more frequent 
delivery of ears, and the more rapid 
transition of stock,

Victoria avenue, and the requisite dep- 
ih on Jasper avenue, to permit the 
railroad to be laid on the most advan- 
tageous level, will cause heavy grades 
on the approaches to the overhead 
bridges and the subway, and aside 
from the damage to the abutting pro- 
perty along the overhead bridges and 
along the subway, the avenues will be 
destroyed for all practical purposes as 
cily thoroughfares. 
An Engineering Crime. 

My conelusion from such general 
study of the situation as I have been 
enabled to make, is that it would be 
‘little short of an engineering 
‘from the municipal point of view, vo 
fallow the railway to cross these im- 
portant thoroughfares in the manner 
| contemplated by the Compnay’s plans, 
fand while this is a question which un- 
iquestionably should have been raised 
and settled at the time of the agree- 
jment, yet the damage is not even be- 
| Yond prevention, and this in my judg- 
ment would be by far the better cure. 

The commissioners have. ben en- 
deavoring for some weeks to meet in 
conference with the engineers of the 
railway company to discuss the matter, 
but the question raised seems to be 
receiving but little interest on the part 
of the railway company, 

Solution of Problem. 

The least that should be done now, 
in my judgment, would be to require 
the railway to run from the north end 
of the bridge to Jasper avenue at a 
| slightly descending grade, crossing the 
said avenue about 12ft. below the pre- 
lsent level. This would enable us to 
build an overhead crossing on Jasper 
iavenue with lesser grades on the ap- 
| proaches, whieh in my opinion would 
be a vast improvement for all purposes 
of business on abutting property and 
traffic over any plan of subway. 

Sketehes are submitted herewith 
showing alternative schemes for the 

| respective crosings at Jasper, Victoria, 
and MeKay avenues. Taking them in 
the order mentioned, these sketches 
show that the gradient to a subway on 
Jasper avenue would be nearly 10 per 
cent for the eastern approach and 3 
per cent for the western approach; 
this could be reduced by altering the 
crade at the intersection of Eleventh 
street at no great cost or damage. 

“At the crosing of Victoria avenue 
the overhead bridge contemplated by 
the railway company’s plans has a gra- 
dient of 13 percent on the eastern ap- 
proach and over 9 per cent on the 
western, Whereas, with the railway lo- 
wered as suggested, the maximum gra- 
dient would be 5 per cent; this on the 
eastern approach. 

“At MeKay avenue the conditions 
are very similar to those at Vietoria 
with a maximum gradient on the east- 
ern aprroach to the overhead crossing 
conforming to the company’s plan, of 
12% per cent, and-it is shown by the 
sketches that if the alternative. of lo- 
wering the railway could be carried 
out, the gradient on this aproach could 
be reduced to 4% per cent. 

“The railway commissioners of Can- 
ada have made it plain on different oc- 
casions that their efforts to improve 
conditions in cities are greatly ‘ham- 
pered by ill-advised agreements which 
the cities have’ effected with railway 
companies. It. would be unfortunate 
if similar conditions were to be exper- 
jenced in Edmonton, and it is. far bet- 
ter to re-open this subject now than to 
wait for its necessity: later. It is my 


opinion that the: issue would be un- 
avoidable in the future, when the con- 
sequences of any change would be far 
greater.”
